It will be recalled that the defen- 
dant bought a pair of shoca on 
September 6, tendering _a forged 
note and receiving 90° cents In 
Hongkong currency as change. 
This note was subsequently found 
to be forged, and Inter inquiries 
ninde by the Police revenied that 
the defendant had two other notes 
In his possession, : 

‘In admitting the charges yester- 
day, defendant said the notes had 
been given him by a relation who 
had returned from Singapore.

FEW days ago, M. Henri Le 

Wita, a Fronch specinlist on

the new mcans of waging war, an- 

nounced the coming of sheets and 

fogs of “coloured and perfumed 
gos!" : 

He insiated that one must not 
beliove it certain exaggerations, 
more literary than real, regqrding 
the effects of wholesale destryc- 
tion, but that, however, the horror 
gnd the monstrosity of tho dis- 
charge of gas on towns and be- 
hind the war area by means of air. 
craft bombs, by shells from long- 
distance guns and by gus-sercens, 
would. senreely be . less. . terrible 
than, and would, indced, only be 
rivalled by,» high-temperature 
incendiary bombs spreading de- 
vastation and ruin around them. 

There can bo no doubt that 
scientific progress will render war, 
should it break out, monstrous be- 
yond all imagination, 

Is it possible to humaniae it? 1 
da not believe so, - , 

To-day there exists a convention 
against the uae of catphyxinting 
and other gases. It was drawn 
up by the League of Nations. 
But— 

(1) It has not been accepted or 
ratified by all the Govern- 
ments . represented in the 
League, and 

[t does not prohibit the manu- 
facture—open or seeret—of 
poisonous war gares, 

It in futile to say that some of 
those gases are usefully employ- 
ed in Industry. That deccives no- 
body. They are being manufac- 
tured for the war by gas. 

Then there is the consideration 
which we are under an obligation 
not to ignore: When one has de- 
vided on a horrible crime, or even 
when one resorts to it in the face 
of aggression, one pays no atten- 
Ltion to the means. Belng's hor- 
rible crime, war’ is the end of all 
human, divine and sgocint Jawa. 
The Middle Ages have gone with

But what I have just said is 
enough to demonstrate that we 
shall be committing an error if, in 
a demand for uerlal disarmament, 
we start off from ao ‘sentimental 
‘point-of-view- or with -an-illuston 
regarding the future, 

It is best to domnnd it within 


the framework of the reduction of 
armaments, as that will more ef- 
fectively show the will to agree- 
ment regarding general, progren- 
sive, simultaneous and controlled 
disarmament. - . 

Tt is part of a whole which ought 
to alm at extensive and substan- 
tial reductions. ; 

There is' an advantage in ap- 
pronchiny, disarmament from one. 
point of view—that of the equa- 
Hsation of rights and dutieg. It 
ought to lead to a general suppres-

cause for the brench of the dykes 
and the consequent dflsastrous 
floods. : ; 


Two high officials,—namely, Mr, 
Liu Won-tao, formerly Mayor of 
Hankow and at present Provincial 
Commissioner of Civii Affairs for 
Hypoh, and Mr. Pang Chia-shih, 
Director of tho Water Conservancy 
Bureau of the Hankow Municipali- 
ty,—aro involved. 


The Inquiry was ordered pursu- 
ant to a potition from the Hupeh 
Residents’ Association at the 
capital submitted to Prosident 
Chiang Kal-shek. 


‘The petition charges Mr. Liu 
Wen-tao’ with failure to render a 
clear account of some $20 millions
